for thousands of tons have ben pigeon-
holed because they cannot be filled.

Buffalo reports that the Erie rail-
road’'s Hillside s the only anthracite
that can be bought there at present,
It sells for 3565 a ton and i not the
béxt quality of hard coal. The Philadel-
phia & Reading. the Lehigh, the Del-
aware & Hudson and the Delawure,
Lackawnanna & Western railropds have
all stopped the =ale of anthracite at
the trestlea and have closed their lo-
cal agencies, thereby putting an abso-
tate stop to their coal bus<ines, The
rallroads are maintalned the utmost
secrecy regarding thelr supplles and
even the Erle officials refuse to say
how much they have on hand, All
the leading coal dealers say the sup-
ply s exceedingly limited.

At Albany, N. Y. the retall dealers
have In stock mot to exceed 2000 tons
of anthracite conl, which they are gell-
ing at $6 to $625 a ton. The Dela-
ware & Hudson Company has about
1000 tons In reserve at Detanson. This,
with 300 tons held by a wholesale
dealer, Is all that can be counted on
for Albany. It is known, says the Al-
bany correspondent, that the Delaware
Hudson has considerable coal, esti-
mated as high as 50,000 tons,
